A Medium put to Shame and Confusion 
Last Night. 

[ foronto Mall, Oct. 28.) 

For two yciirs paat a medium named 
Church, bofirdiiig with a family foi- 
merly of ^53 (^tiuieu street, bus beou 
edifying Spiiituuiistic circles with his 
so-caliod revehitions of tho spirit 
jTorld. 

' Church's particular spirits worn 
Oceola, tho Indian ScMiiinolo chief, 
Forest Lily, a haudsoiuo sipuiw, Nim- 
waukee, a giaut Indian, seven foot 
and a half high, and Little Jimmy, an 
Indian dwarf. Church is an American 
find it is not known how or where ho 
became nequaiuted with the dcpartcLl 
Indians. At his bidtling, however, 
these Indian spirits wero wont to ap- 
pear, ring bells, play musical instru- 
ments, etc., in a darkened room; but 
the medium expressed the hope at the 
close of each seauco that his audience 
would be able to see tho musicians iu 
materialistic furin aiul in broad day- 
light. Tho cliur^ro per seanco was 
titty cents. Church has held two 
Beances a week, which have been very 
largely attended, and many converts 
are reported. Private sittings have 
cost from $2 to $10, and many profes- 
sed spiriLuulists have patronized 
Church, as he ranks as a tirat-claas 
medium. 

. Last night a circle assembled at one 
of the usual bi-weekly meetings on 
James street, and a gcntlemau pro- 
ceeded to tie Church. The light was 
then put out, and suddenly a .spirit 
apijeared iu the inviriiblc form of 
Little Jimmy. Jimmy is a lively spirit 
and joked with tho members of the 
circle until Forest Lily came on the 
Bceno. Tbut young person, however, 
soon made her exit, to bo succeeded 
by Niniwaukeo, wIjo made a speech, 
urging those present to keep tlieir 
hands joined, lu onler to preserve the 
circle iu proper working order. Nim- 
wauk^e in turn, disappeared, and tho 
Bpiiit of one Lillie Fiestou introdiieed 
herself. Tne juesenee of each uf tbese 
spinLs was known liy dim Huj)ornaLural 
lights, and they all, Little Jimmy in 
particular, displayeil a marked fondness 
for playing on the bells, bones, and 
mouth organ, which occupied the cen- 
tre of the floor. 

THE BEGINNING OF THE END. 

But while Lillie Preston was play- 
ing tbo bells last ni^dit a disaster be- 
fel llie circle. .'\ir..L W. 11, '^/^'u^. of 
17G Yoiigo HLre(:t, who lnis been attend- 
ing the seances out of curiosity, arrived 
late, and the circle beiug formed, he 
was not permitted to enter tho spirit 
room. But finding a stovepipe hole 
in the partition between tho spirit 
room and the parlor, where bo w.n.s 
waiting, ^Ir. Hufgins deieri'iiiied to 
throw light upon the subject and test 
Church's 'boua tides' at the same 
time. Accordinglj' while Lillie Pres- 
ton was Hni>po,sed to be engaged with 
tho belln aiul the medium lo be hound 
hard and fast and sitting in a corner 
of tho si)iriL room , .Mr. ili^^'giiiH sud- 
denly lit a torch with whicli ho had 
provided himself and thrust it through 
the stovepipe hole. The circle was 
olcctrified. Instead i f Lillie I'resloii ln-int; 
at the bells, tliere m iIim c.-nt re ol' t he 
room with his i)(;:it olV ami I he l)i'lls iii 
hiH hands, Htoed C'liureh l)illl.■^elf, ulily 
pursonating his Indian I'm^n !sl On heing 
thus (liacovored, the me'di'ini da.'iluMl at 
the stovopipo hole and struck tlirougli it at 
Mr. rii,'^;iu.s. Tho circle, Iid .vever, wis 
liroken, and iilth ()ii,^di the niediiiin order- 
ed those present f.) hin^'lhe members left 
witl! tho ediivieiion forced on tliooi by 
the light of the tuKh, that Church was an 
arrant luinibu;^.

Civic Matters. 

Our contemporary, who has taken 
the Corporation under liis wing, sug- 
gests a coanji-omise iu tho water mo- 
nopoly case. Tho only compromiso 
' possible is for the Council to discou- 
nect the pipes, acknowledge their 
error and censure the Mayor for tho 
part he has taken in a most discredit- 
able transaotion— that is, provided the 
majority of the Councillors were not 
aware of his connection with Mr. 
Monk. So long as the Corporation 
maintain an attitude of defiance to- 
ward the ratepayers, and continue un- 
repentant, thero.can bo no compromiHe. 
Men do not generally compromido with 
plunderers whoso hands are lUlcd with 
stolen goods. Tho Civic audit, our 
contemporary thinks, will result in tho 
acquital of the Mayor and Council of 
actual theft of the ratepayers' mon- 
ies . Wo sincerely hope so; but tho 
declaration of tho .Mayor that tho 
"city is bankrupt," and tho ilohiy m 
furnishing tho ipiartorly report, h-ft 
the Go-vernment no alternative but to 
institute a rigid investigation. Tho 
Province is an endorser of the Citv 
water debentures to tho amount of 
$150, 000, and m case of tho bankruptcy 
of the Citv tho Proviaco must provide 
for tho payment of the dobonturcj. 
Had the Government pursued any 
other oourse they would have been 
liable to receive the censure of tho 
House. In acting as they have done 
the Governniont havo shown that L'.ioy 
fully appreciate ihtir position tov;ards 
the Province at large; and their action 
■will be endorsed by tho reprosouta- 
tives. 

The Graving Dock. 

The circulation of the Standard is so 
Bmall and its inlluenoa so insignificant, 
that it suarcoly becomes ua to take any 
notice of tho effusions of its editor, A^, 
however, its constant absurdities and 
mistatements in reference to the Gravini,' 
Dock migbt possibly mislead somo few 
persons if allowed to go uncontnulicteJ, 
we shall msko a few rennu-lcs upou the 
subject. Regarding tho CotTfnlim coii- 
Bllerablo progress hasbinn niiuk— over 
810,000 expended by the contractor auil ii 
vtr/ important portion of the work, re 
quiring the utmost accuracy of constnu - 
tion aud in whicli much time \v;is neces- 
sarily consudied, hii-^* been executed. 
Great dilUcultios have hud to bo overcouu!, 
not tho least of which lins bei-n from tlio 
state of tho tides. High water having 
reignod during the day for the past two 
months and a considerable portion of tho 
■work having had to be prosoctiteJ at low 
•water, operations have been carried on iu 
a great meas'uro during the niKht. Under 
the ciroumBtauees, grout credit is due Ui 
the contractor for having advanced s.j fm 
■with the work, and for having executed it 
in Buoh a very satiafacLory manner. Wo 
would suggest that any one who has the 
time at his disposid should visit Esqui 
malt and ho will then bo enabled to form 
Bomo conception of the importunctj of the 
■xvork aud judge. in some degree of the 
difficult nature of tho unde' taking. lU; 
ferring to the Graving Dock itself,^ the 
public may rest assured that the Chief 
Conimissiouor in his responsible position 
has exercised and will continue to exer- 
ciHO auch supervision that the com. 
moncemont of tho njiiiu work hIiuII 
not bo delayed one day by iioucomiile- 
tion of tbe Cofferdam. Of this fact the 
public will bo enabled to satisfy theiu- 
selvos on reference to his report, which 
will be published in a few weeks. 

Trouble in the States. 

There is a possibility of serious 
trouble growing out of the late Presi- 
dential election in the States. Tho 
official returns from South Carolina, 
Florida and Louisiana have been held 
back, and will not be counted for some 
days. The number of electoral votes 
conceded to Tilden is 184, just one 
short of a majority. Hayes, on the 
other band, baa received but I6G votes, 
lacking 19 votes of a majority of one 
in the electoral college. Now, those 
19 votes arc hold by the three Statos 
that havo not yet nmdo returns. 
Why the returns havo boon withheld 
is^not clear; but Deuiocrais sny that 
it is intended to count, tlio votes fur 
Hayes, right or wrong. Tho disiiatcb 
of General Sboridan with troops to 
New Orleans f^'ivts color to this asser- 
tion. It is to bo hoped that perfect 
fairnoKS will bo observed by tho (lov- 
eninioiit; but if tho idea should oiK.'Ci 
become fixed iu the minds of lljo 
country that Tilden has been cheated 
out of the Presidency tbe most unhap- 
py events cannot fail to follow. A civil 
■w'ar in which all tho Statos woiikl be 
involved must inevitably result from 
the fraudulent sealing of Hayes. 

Warlike. 

The news received from Europe last 
night is again warlike in tone. Tho 
Czar has made a speech at Moscow 
(which the telegraph does not supply) 
and foreign securities have fallen. 
The Earl of Beoconsfield's speech at 
the Lord Mayor's dinner (publislied 
by us vestoriiay) is also ro^^aidod ns 
forecasting fuither tn»ubl<' in the l':aHl. 
It is impossible, at this distance! fiom 
tho Hcono of coiillicL, to e^y-en conjeo- 
iuro tho result of negotiations now in 
rjrogress; but it seems certain that the 
ilifiiculty is still far from nn nniicablo 
arrau'-eineut, aud that Ibo real danger 
has only been delayed, not averted.

A JUDICIAL DEADLOCK. 

Tbe Montreal "Herald" of a late 
date comments on the course pursued 
of ouo of tho honorable Judges of the 
Superior Court in connection with 
casus up before tho Court of Review, 
under tbe provisions of the Insolvent 
Act. Tbe facts in conueetion -with the 
matter are that certain judgments deliver- 
ed in the Insolvent Court w.is fixed to be 
taken in Review. Tho Court having been 
constituted. Judges Mondelet, Maekuy 
and i'apineau being on tho Boneli. tlie 
former, who was, by virtue of seiuority, 
tho President, sout a crier for Judge 
Johnson. On the latter 's arrival Judge 
Mondelet rose from his seat, stood on one 
frido, and declined to sit, deidaring the 
insolvent Court to be unconstitutionid. 
,1 lulgo Johnson immediatcdy stateil, and 
pnipei-ly. too, that the Court had over- 
i ruled Judgi) AloudelcL'.s objeetiun.liiul de- 
cluviid the Court to be perfoolly regular, 
and luMice, Judge Mondeloc being bound 
1) .--it, ho would not occupy his place. 
The J/'ji-itld continues: "So the mitter 
ittsis; there is a perfect deadlock, and 
many casi^s of tbe utmost iiuportanc(5 to 
our lnisinu>s men aro being obstructed 
solely by reason of the persistent manner 
iu wliich a Judge who is convinced 
at^aiust his will is of the same opinion 
stiil. Upon several occasions the honor- 
aldo .Judge in que-ition bas ai-tod m an 
obstructiun to tlie ojjeration of Iho law 
rath3r than an administrator. It is his 
province to take tho law and ajiply it, and 
not nt bis own volition to say that this is 
right or that is wrong. Until proj)erly 
objeetod to WO conceive it to bo the duty 
oi ,)udge Mondelet or any other o'-cupant 
of tlie IJl'iicIi to cari-y into practicu tlii' 
law as it stands, and not allow any wliini 
or fancy of his own to prevent him fullil- 
ling tbe duty which he has solemnly 
sworn to perform. It has been and is still 
tho practice in the Courts which aro oom- 
p().-t:d of uiin'o than ouo JiidHe, f^r the 
parties to abiil(! Ijy the decision of the 
judgL's thi'U sitting until their ruling Las 
been detdart d by a higher triljunal, to be 
nusounil. Let Judge Mondelet place 
himself in tho positiou of a suitor, or us 
the ropresentitive of a suitor, ho has ob- 
j(i-ted to the constitutionality of the 
Court the majority of whosr menibers 
li.i\u uliirmcd their own competency. 
Their deciHion, as a matter of course, jire- 
vails over the arguments of counsel, and 
in the same manner prevails over even 
his own solitary opinion as a Judge. The 
Insolvent Court is a part and parcel c f 
our Superior Court h;.st -m. anioUL'st 
whose administrators is t(j \<f foiuul ,1 udLU,' 
;\I'jnd( l(;t. If ho cannot conscientiously 
administer that (JourL or any portion of 
it, il is his iluty to resign, by which e-ourse 
ho would bring the controversy to it di- 
rect issue. But, as long as ho hei-itates to 
pursue that course, his present action in 
our judgment is altogether uujastitiablo."

Tho Mayor said there wore no funds to 
defray the cost of tho improvement, and 
ho was l)oiind as a member of tho Finance 
Coininit'Loo by a former resoiutioa to op- 
jioso the expenditure. Referred to the 
Btroot Committoo. 

An application was road from Messrs. 
Hiiyward & Jotikiusou for the street linos 
in tlie vicioity of Sir M. B. Begbie's 
house to enable tliem to lay a 2-foot side- 
walk.

Tho Mayor— Jle i.s unlit to bo an cin- 
jiloi/a of tho Council. 

Coun. Williams— Ho long ns ho is at the 
head of thorn Water Works they will al- 
ways bo afailure. Ho has failoil iu ovoiy- 
tbiug lie has took a bold of, Ho'h a pret- 



ty good book-writer or a clerk, but lie 

ain't the man for the place, espeoially 
when it comes to doliauco. Now, I for one 
movo that ho bo iiistruetod to hiind over 
his books antl nionioa to this Council right 
away and that Mr. Green act in his stead. 
With retrenchment them works might bo 
made to pay well, but not with that man 
in o£Sce.

ditching, sluicomukingjOtu. The diggings 
aro iu the hill; tho pay-dirt avoragos 
eight feet in depth. A number of man 
would winter at Oltanagon intending to go 
Io Cl'.orry Crook in tlio Spring. Cherry 
Crook heads in tho G.dd Range of moun- 
tains and is sitiiaiod about fi>rty miles 
from tlie ht-ad of Ok^nagon Lako. The 
trail from Nelson's Banoh to the diggings 
needs improving. It was out by the 
Cherry Creek Silver Oo. The ObriatiaD 
company of four men have taked out 
SloDl) aliogotber in ii month and a half;and 
two of Phil. Parke's mm— Thorpe and 
Squires, t')ok out S80 while running a cut 
to prospect their gr.mn-l. Tht-ir claim 
is on a llat about ono mile above the 
Christian claim. Lower down, in the 
vicinity of the old silver claim, a com- 
pany of Chinamen have turned ihe oreek 
and aro now wurkint,' a bank of six feet 
ofpav-diit ill the (dd bed. This claim is 
ojieno 1 in a niiiierl ko way, and a China 
man who wiia run out of the company de- 
clares I hey are niiikieg from Sti to iiJlO a 
day. 'I'he Oliinese themselves say thoy 
are making $3 and $4 a day. Midway 
between thit Chinese and Christian 
elainis another company of Chinese have 
just started work. On the North Fork of 
Ciierry creek a miniir naiuod Poter Bis- 
solte has iliscovored a lodge of silver- 
bearing quii tz, showing a width of tivo 
feet. One assay has been made with fa- 
vorable results. The proximity of these 
minos to tho rich farming lands of tho 
OkiiiiaL,'on makes tho discovery a matter 
of iinpiM taiioe, as jirovisions may bo had 
at till! diggings at as low ratt>s as in any 
part of the Provmca. Heavy machinery 
may be transported b.y steamer from Sa- 
vouus Ferry to within 50 miles of this 
diggings. The country is a rolling one- 
covered with low hills, destitute of tim- 
ber, and aflfording facilities for prospect ■ 
ing easily.

removing them after tho impression had 
been obt lined. Tu-moi rowlho sidewalk 
will bo snlliciently solidified to allow 
tr.ivel over it. Should the invenlion pos- 
se' ;s t ho valuabhi properties claimed for 
It we may expect soon to seo wooiicn side 
walks entirely dispensed with in this city.
